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INDIANA’S FAMOUS HERD OF 
HOLSTEIN-FRIESIANS. 


A name that has become well known 
in Holstein-Friesian cireles is that of 
the Shugarts, owners of ‘‘Indiana’s 
Famous Herd of Holsteins’’, The firm 
consists of father and son, the former 
one of the pioneers of the state now 
over 83 vears of age, but still active 
and able to help superintend the farm 
and herd. Most of the business of the 
firm, however, is handled by the son. 
Mr. John V. Shugart. one of the lead- 
ing Holstein breeders of the country. 

The Shugart home farm whieh is lo 
eated in Grant county near Marion, 
eonsists of 187 aeres, all of which is 
under cultivation with the exception of 
about 50 aeres kept in pasture and 
woodland. Besides thist traet they own 
another farm of 160 aeres near Marion 
which is given up entirely to blue grass 
pasture. The soil on the home farm 
varies from a clay to a ¢lay loam and 
is in a good state of  produetiveness. 
The crop rotation practiced is simple, 
eonsisting of eorn and oats with oeeas 
ionally a little wheat and clover. The 
fertility is kept up by the use of barn 
vard manure whieh is applied as soon 
as made. This vear there are 44 aeres 
of eorn, just being cultivated and one 
of the best stands we have seen so far 
this season, and 35 acres are in oats. 
The larger portion of these oats will be 
eut when in the dough state and made 
into hay. ‘Oat hay when _ properly 
made,*’ said the elder Shugart. ‘‘is not 
quite as good as good clover hay, but it 
ix much superior to poor elover hay.’’ 
The eorn is used to fill the silos, as sil 
age constitutes a large part of the 
ration of the dairy herd. 

As is natural to suppose, the breed- 
ing and eare of the famous herd of eat- 
tle are given first place on the Shugart 
farm. The equipment is of the best. 
Two large barns with eement floors are 
used to shelter the herd. There is a 
eapaeity for over 75 head of cows and 
nearly as many ealves. All last winter 
72 head of cows were milked, producing 
more than 250 gallons of milk a day. 
This summer only 26 head are being 
milked, the other animals having been 
sold in the sale recently held. The 
harns have cement floors throughout. 

The wooden stanchion is used for ty 


ing cows, and the feed trough is so ar

ranged that when the hay or roughage 
is fed it ean be Jocsened and turned 
back out of the way and then ,when 
grain is given, it is put into place for 
that purpose. The cows are bedded 
with sawdust. All the excrement, both 
solid and liquid, is saved and each day 
the trenches are cleaned out and the 
manure thrown on a low-wheeled wagon 
which stands in a shed at one end of 
the barn. When the wagon is full it 
is hauled at once to the field and seat- 
tered. Thus the manure is never allow- 
ed to accumulate. A manure spreader 
is not in use on this farm, the elaim 
being that the sawdust bedding would 
not make the manure coarse enough to 
work well through the maehine. All 
winter three loads of manure were 
hauled out each day. It is put all over 
the farm and as a consequence commer 
eial fertilizer is not needed and but lit- 
tle clover is grown to keep up the hu 
mus supply, 

The ration fed the cows eonsists of 
bran, glutten feed and silage with a 
tablespoonful of salt to each eow per 
day. Besides these a commercial stock 
food was fed all winter by way of ex 
periment. When the milking is done 
the milk igs earried through a closed 
passageway to the milk room which is 
not over 30 feet from the barn and 
there it is strained into a cooler and 
run into a large vat, surrounded by 
running water. Everything is kept as 
clean as possible by the aid of hot wa- 
ter and steam. A large heater is kept 
going in the room next to where the 
milk is strained and cooled. The milk 
is sold to a ereamery in Marion, it be 
ing taken at the door. The price is 11 
cents a gallon in the summer and 13 
cents in winter. The night’s milk is 
kept until the next morning in a cool 
ed tank when thé two milkings are de- 
livered. 

The water supply for the barns and 
milk room comes from a well. <A wind 
pump is used in the summer when the 
wind is blowing but when that fails a 
gasoline engine is called into play. Dur 
ing the winter a boiler is kept going in 
the pump shed. which is located some 
distanee from the barns, and then a 
steam pump is used to pump the water 
The waste steam goes up through two 
storage tanks and heats the water be 
fore it goeg to the barn, that is, the 
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chill is oft

It is some time since I have report 
ed any sales from Fairview, neverthe-

MILK TRADE IN GERMANY. 


Consul-General A. M, Thackara, of 
Berlin, gives the following account of 
the methods of handling milk for re- 
tail purposes by the dealers in the Ger 
man eapital: 

[In Berlin the sale of milk in bottles 
at retail constitutes an ins‘gnificant 
part of the total quantity sold. The 
usual custom of a German family is to 
buy its supply in bulk in 1 liter (1.0567 
quarts) or half liter quantities. The 
amount of milk which is put upon the 
market in a sterilized condition—that 
is, milk which has been heated up to 
90 centigrade—is very small. In the 
establishment of C. Bolle, Alt Moaibt 
98 to 103, Berlin, which is a model of 
its kind and one of the largest in Ger- 
inany, 31,700 gallons are handled daly. 
of which only a few hundred liters are 
sterilized; the rest, with but a small 
exception, is pasteurized py a spe! 


process. In this proeess the milk i; 
uot heated above 6)  entigrade. The 
only other city in Germany where pas- 
teurized milk is sold in large quanti- 


ties is Dresden, where the dairy of 
Pfund Brothers places about 6600 gal 
lons on the market daily. The bottles 
used for the transportation of the milk 
are only in a few eases provided with 
paper capsules; generally the patent 
wire-rubber stoppers are employed. 

The milk trade with the above ex 
ceptions is mostly in the hands of small 
dealers, who are not in the position to 
employ expensive machines for the 
sterilization and automatic filling of 
the bottles. In the Bolle plant bottles 
are filled by means of siphon machines 
and the empty bottles are sterilized only 
for milk destined for the consumption 
of children at a model] plant at Marien 
hain, near Kopenick. 

Paper capsules were used by Bolle as 
stoppers for several vears, but they 
have been withdrawn from the trade 
because some of the consumers regarded 
the paper stopper as not of suffcient 
security for the unadulterated condi- 
tion of the milk. The paten; :ubber 
stoppers used are sealed and afford ile 
publie the required guarantee. 





DAIRIES ARE FEW IN NUMBER IN 
GREECE. 


Consul-General ‘‘eorge Horton, of 
Athens, after stating that dairy “a-ia- 
ing in Greece, in the sense in whieh th:

confined to the larger cities, gives the 
following particulars of this industry:

Goats and sheep 
furnish nearly all the milk of the eoun 
try for home consumption and ‘he mak 
ing of cheese. Thessaly has ample 
meadows and plenty of water, but sup 
ports few milch cows, as ther is ue 
demand for their product and tuer2 has 
been no effort made to export butter 

In the city of Athens there are abvut 
15 small dairies, or cow stables, whi-h 
produce small quantities of butter, and 
milk. These produets would find a 
ready market, as the people like the » 
but unfortunately the price is prohib 
itive on account of the high cost of 
fodder. The price of fodder commoaly 
given to the cows per solid oke of 2.8 
pounds is as follows: Bran and oats, 
each, 4+ cents; clover or oat hay, 2 1-2 
cents. The dairv produets sell at the 
shops at $1.92 per oke for butter, $1.15 
per liquid oke (0.3513 gallon) for fresh 
eream, and 30 cents for eurdled milk 
(vaourt). The 15 dairies of Athens dis- 
pose of about 10,000 to 12.000 okes of 
butter yearly and 13,000 to 15,000 okes 
of cream.
